PETROGRAD, July 7 .— Violent 


fighting has begun on the Russian 
‘front west of Pinsk. The city of 


Pinsk is in flames according to an an- 
nouncement today by the semi-offi- 
cial news agency. 

The Russian artillery, the announce- 
ment says, is levelling all obstacles. 

The Russians have captured the forti- 
fled forest of Sianka with all the ene- 
mv’s organized positions and Hill 38s, 
They have penetrated the village of 
Godoy. 

Further gains have been made by te 
Russian forces in Galicia. Advices from 
the front record the taking of the first 
line trenches by troops of the eleven’‘h 
aufiny, who also at some piaces capturec 
second Nne positions = ~~ 


The opening of the battie of Pinsk 
marks the second effort of the Russians 
after the long period of quiet which fol- 
lowed the revolution. The point select- 
el for this attack is about 5 miles 
north of the sector in East ‘ialicia, 
along which the Russians made their 
first ouslauecht resulting in the capture 
of about 18,000 men in two days. Pinsk 
is at the middle of the Russo-Galician 
battle line. 

There has been no heavy fighting in 
this region since the conclusion of the 
wreat Austro-German drive which be- 
cain in the spring of 1915. During the 
summer the Russians were driven out 
Western Galicia, Poland and most 
of the Baltic provinces. Pinsk was cap- 
tured by the Germans on Sept. at 
‘the high tide of the Austro-German in- 
vasion. Subsequently the Russians held 
up the Germans on the Riga front and 
since that time the heaviest actions 
have been fought on the northern end 
of the line or in Galicia. 

Pinsk had a population of about 30,000 
before the war. It lies within the great 
marsh and swamp region of White Rus- 
sia, about on a line east of Warsaw.

OF MAN KILLED BY TRAIN 


Mortgages Lifted and New Truck 
Provided to Keep Farally 
Together. 

TOPEKA, KAN., July 
dent disclosing unusual 
of a corporation has just come 
light here. 

Fred Falley was a market gardener, 
living three miles west of Topeka, 
adjoining the Union Pacific railroad. 
He started last month with his wife 
and three-vear-old son in a motor 
vegetables to 
town. Although the engine was 
whistling and the bell was ringing 
so that other travelers on the high- 
way heard and stopped, Falley drove 
directly in front of a Union Pacific 
train. He and his wife and son were 
killed and the truck was destroyed. 

They left a family of six children, 
ranging from the oldest daughter, Vera. 
to a baby 18 months old. Their little 
farm had a mortgage of $2299 against 
it. Teams and implements were mort- 
gaged for $500 and the truck struck by 
the engine had only recently been pur- 
chased for $825. 

The daughter, Vera, backed up by her 
15-year-old brother decided to keep the 
family together and to continue to 
operate the farm. Neighbors promised 
to help them. They did raise about 
$500 and then a storm struck the neigh- 
borhood and many of those who had 
promised to help Yound themselves in 
need of assistance. 

R. W. Blair, general attorney for the 
road at Topeka, had an investigation 
made of the accident but when the Cor- 
ener’s jury found the railroad without 
tlame he considered the matter closed. 
Then he learned of the plight of the six 
fatherless and mbotherless children and 
told E. E. Calvin, president of the road. 

Calvin at once dictated a letter order- 
ing that the two mortgages on the Fal- 
ley farm be lifted, that a new motor 
truck be purchased and that the funeral 
expenses of the children’s father, moth- 
er and brother be paid. The check has 
just been sent and it amounts to $3764.

ADMINISTRATION VICTORY 


Speakers Pointed Out That 
Spirits Embargo Would Be 
Confiscatory and Ruinous. 


WASHINGTON, 
today 


July 7.—The Senate 


reversed its action of yester- 
day and by a vote of 43 to 39 rejec- 
ted the amendment to the food con- 
trol bill offered by Senator Cummins, 
which would have prohibited the with- 
drawal of distilled spirits or liquors 
beverage purposes. 


Administration forces brought about

a consideration of the action of yes- 
terday. The reconsidegation was 
voted, 44 to 39 after a number of 
Democratic and Republican Senators 
had assailed what they termed the 
confiscatory 
mins amendment and had pointed out 
that banks would suffer by the enact- 
ment of the provision as they had 
lent millions of dollars on the spirits 
now in bond. 

An effort to reconsider the Cummins 
amendment prohibiting withdrawal of 
distilled beverages from bonded warc- 
houses was decided upon at a confer- 
ence of leaders today. Senator Smith 
of Georgie was picked to make the 
motion and leaders believed it would be 
adopted because of ‘‘change of Senti- 
ment overnight.’’ 

With the Cummins provision stricken 
out, adoption of the administration 
amendment in lieu of the House ‘‘bqne- 
dry"’ section was thought probable. The 
administraticn amendment wii! not in- 
terfere with beer and light wines. 

Karly this afternoon the Senate voted, 
6> to 12, in favor of adding to Senator 
Cummins’ amendment a proviso by Sen- 
ator Smoot that should withdrawal of 
distilled beverages from bond be pro- 
hib:ted the i’resident should be directed 
to take over all stocks in bonded ware 
houses for Government use and pay dis- 
tillers the cost of production plus a 
10 per cent profit. 

Reed Explains Amendment. 

Senator Reed explained that his pur- 
pose last night in introducing an amend- 
ment to empower the President to with- 
draw liquors from bonded warehouses 
was to meet statements that if the 
Cummins amendment, which prohibits 
such withdrawal, were adopted, many 
small banks would be wrecked. 

Senator Cummins, characterizing the 
Reed amendment as unnecessary, said 
he could hardly imagine the Presiden 
“withdrawing liquor in order to allow 
people to drink,’’ and denied that his 
amendment was confiscatory. 

Senator James of Kentucky opposed 
the Cummirs amendinent and Senato- 
Penrose declared there were now about 
208,000,000 gallons of whisky in bond on 
which banks had loaned from $80,900,000 
to $100,000,000. The loans, he said, were 
usually for a long period and should 
the amendment preventing the with 
drawal of distilled liquor in bond stand, 
many banks and innocent holders of 
securities would suffer 

Senator Harding of Ohio presented 
statements thatthe Cummins’ amend- 
ment would wipe out assets aggregating 
$70,000,000. Bonding companies, he said, 
hold distillers’ securities worth $250,0m™,- 
LOO, or more than the combined capital 
cf the bonding concerns, while large and 
country banks hold many lean upen dis- 
tilled spirit 3.

LONDON, July 7.—Twenty or more German airplanes bom- 
barded London today and 37 persons were killed and 141 injured 
by the bombs they dropped, according to the compilation given in 
an official statement issued this afternon. Oye_of the raidipg :ma- 
chines was brought down by the Royal Flying Corps, and the Ad- 
miralty announced that three of the raiders had been brought down 
at sea. 

The raiders were attacked by a large number of British ma- 
chines over the city and by anti-aircraft guns. 

For about a quarter of an hour the German machines dropped a

steady rain of bombs. 


was one of the greatest, if not the greatest ever attempted by the 
Germans over the metropolis. 


The following announcement was made 
by the Adimiralty: 

“The enemy raiding squadron was 
chased Royal Naval Atr Service 
machines from this country and en- 
giced 40 miles out at sea off the east 
cost. Two enemy machines were ob- 
served to crash itno the sea nad the 
third enemy machine was seen to fall jin 
flames off the mouth of the Scheldt. Ali 
our machines returned safely.” 

A most exciting running fight be- 
tween British and German airplanes 
was witnessed by people in a London 
suburb. After dropping a shower of 
bombs the Germans made off in a 
southerly direction. By this time 
British aviators had reached a height 
at which they could engage the 
raiders, and the chase began, ma- 
chine guns coming into action. 

The raid occurred at about 9:30 
o'clock this morning Thousands of 
persons crowded the streets, many of 
them womer and children. The po- 
lice and soldiers had difficulty in 
holding back the people. Ma _y per: 
sons were seen at windows. Anti- 
aircraft guns throughout the city and 
British airplanes in.mediately en- 
gaged the hostile craft and for a time 
the sound of exploding bombs and 
the vicious reply of guns was deaf- 
ening Straight over the city flew 
the squadron of raiders, pursued by 
bursting shrapnel!

G TO SUPPRESS || 


TESTIMONY AS TO RACE RIOT 


Coroner's Jury Didn’t Request Secret Sessions 
but Were Told Public Would Be Barred, 
Member Says—Little Evidence Obtained. 


Chief of Police Payne and Chief, 23f 
Detectives Stocker, heads of the Hast 
St. Louis Police Department, which & 
citizens’ committee has declared to be 
“the most to blame” for the réign of 
lawlessness in that city, cre now vsing 
their authority in an effort to keep the 
public from jearning, throvgh testimony 
at the Coroner’s inquest, of the iueffi- 
ciency and indifference of policemen 
during the massacre of 31 negroes, Mon- 
day afternoon and evening. 

When the inquest was opened in the 
police station yesterday afternosn, 
Chief Stocker and Coroner Renner ex- 
cluded reporters and explained this re- 
markable procedure by saying that the 
members of the Coroner’s jury had re- 
quested that the testimony be heard in 
secret. 

Theo Smith, a rea] estate dealer, who 
is a member of the Coroner's jury, de- 
clared today to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that this statement was untr'e. 
He said the jurors made no such re- 
quest, but that they were told by Chief 
Payne, Chief Stocker and the Coronar 
that the inquest would be secret, and 
that they must not make the testimony 
known to anyone. Smith said he and 
other jurors supposed, at the time, that 
the officials had the authority to order 
secrecy, but he declared that the jurors 
would have been perfectly willing <« 
have the inquest open to the public. 


Piot Story Is Denied. 

Tne chief result of the secrecy polics 
was that the St. Louls Republic printed 
an incendiary story about a negro pict 
to slaghter white women and children. 
This was printed on the pretense that it 
came out in the testimony at the in 
quest. The Post-Dispatch learned from 
a reliahle man on the Coroner’s jury 
that no testimony cf this sort was given 
by any witness, black or white. 

Very little real testimony of import- 
ince was given by any of the numerous 
witnesses. this member of the jury said 
The thing most strikingly -brouvht out, 
he said, was the sympathy of policemen 
with the slayers of. negroes, and their 
disposition still to shicld these ‘nen. 

Policemen who saw the mob at work 
were questioned in the inyuest, and all 
declared taicy did not recognize any of 
the men. Citizens summoned as wir- 
nesses also deciared that they did not 
know the men. Not a name was ob- 
tained of any white man as being defi- 
nitely connected with the 4daylisht 
crimes in which hundreds took part. 

The wiinesses, both volice and citizens, 
followed the cxample of one wWwell- 
acquainted Kast St. Louis man who saw 
the rioting, and who, when asked who 
did it, said: “I don’t know: anythince 
and I don’t want to know anything ” 

Negroes Freer to Talk. 

The nesro witnesses, this me:nber of 
the jury said, were more ready to an- 
swer questions than the white men, but 
none cf them would adn.it knowledge of 


any concerted movement among the ne 


xreves. The policemen showe] a willing- 
ness to testify against -nezgroes, but 
would give no information which :night: 
point to any white lawbreak€r. 

One negro testified at the inquest that 
he saw L. N. Bundy, a negro dentist: 
with the negroes who left Tenth street 
and Bond avenue after the killing of 
Detective Coppedge and the fatal wound- 
ing of Detective Wodley, Monday morn 
ing. Bundy, who has been sought by 
the authorities for several days, is 
believed to have left Kast St. Louts. 

Saloons are still closed under the 
Mavor’s order, but this rule is being 
eriforced largely by the militia. 

Plans for: reorganization and re- 
financing of the Police Department 


| are being considered by a Commit- 
te: of Public Safety, a subcommittee 
of the General Citizens’ Committee 
which h:s undertaken to deal with 
the present situation. The importa- 
tion of a new Chief of “olice from 
outside East St. Louis is one of the 
plans suggested, and the members of 
the subcommittee will probably rec- 
ommend that the force be increased 
in size. 

At yesterday afternoon's meeting of 
business men in the city hall a long 
resolution was adopted, which recited 
the history of recentyrace troubles in 
East St. Louis, beginning with the riots 
of May 28 and 23, 

Police Department Coudeees. 

The resolution declares that the Police 
Department, through its failure to en- 
force the law in the past, fostered a 
spirit of lawlessness and ‘brought about 
the harvest that we have just reaped.”’ 
This condemnation also includes ‘‘those 
officials charged with the conservation 
of the law.’’ The reorganization of the 
Police Department is demanded, and it 
is declared that the ‘‘good people’ of 
East St. Louis have, by their past in- 
difference, incurred a part of the re- 
sponsibility for the city’s present dis- 
grace. Members of the militia were also 
condemned for their indifference, in the 
early stages uf the lawless proceedinys. 

Mayor Mollman was at the meeting 
and voted for the resolution, which 
clearly included him in its condemnation 
of “officials charged with the conserva- 
tion of the law.” 

Gen. Henry R. Hill, one of two brigade 
commanders of ‘the WHlinois Nationa! 
Guard, arrived in Kast St. Louis this 
morning to assist Adjutant-General 
Dickson, in command of the State 
troops. 


Local, Red Cross Not te Care for 
Negroes After Tuesday. 

The Emergency Committee of the 
St. Louis Red Cross announced today 
that the Municipal Lodging House 
which has been open to negro refu- 
gees from East St. Louis since the 
exodus to this city began Monday, 
will be closed to the negroes after 
next Tuesday night. The Red Cross 
will not care for the negroes after 
that time. 

This announcement was made after 
the committee had satisfied itself 
that it was safe for tke negroes to 
return to their work on the East 
Side. More than 7000 of the refugees, 
of all ages, have been cared for, it 
was stated. 


Captain Obviously Shirked 
Duty, Riot Eyewitness Says. 

W. F. Siefert of Centralia, Ill., whu 
was on Brozdway during the slaughter 
cf negroes Monday afternoon, told a 
Post-Dispaten reporter today that 
appealed to a militia Captain, who had 
a number of men within call, to make a 
stand against the rioters. ; 

“We've got no ammunition,” was the 
Captain's first reply, he said. Siefert, 
who has seen service in the regular 
army, told tne Captain that he needed 
no ammunition. “Iorm a hollow scuare 
and use your »Dayonets,”’ he advised the 
cfficer, ‘‘anl you can break up tha’ 
crowd and clear the street.’’ 

The Captain, he said, remarked in re- 
ply, ‘‘Well, the fact is we are green 
men, and we don't know how to form a 
hollow squa’e.”” As it was evident to 
Siefert that the Captain was’ merely 
making excuses to avoid doing his duty, 
Siefert did not argue further with him, 
except to tell him that he had no busi-

In addition to the capital value of 
$60,000,000 fixed by the proposed ord- 
inance, there may be added the cost 
of all additions, extensions and im- 
provements made by direction of the 
Board of Control.

Whenever the Boare 
of Control shall certify that the city's 
thare of the income is sufficient to war- 
rant a reduction of fare, the board may 
order such a reduction as will not re- 
duce the gross revenues more than the 
city’s share of the gross income, but in 
such event the company shall receive 
as great an amount as it would have 
received under the old rates. 


Expenditure of Revenue, 

The ordinance provides :n detail how 
the company’s revenues shall be ex- 
pended, and authorized the City Comp- 
troller to make annual audits of the 
books. 

The compary is also obligated to lease 
and operate any rapid transit lines con- 
structed by the city. The city reserves 
the right to permit other railway com- 
panies to lay tracks in streets occupied 
by the company's tracks, and to re- 
quire the cor'pany to grant permission 
te interurban lines to connect with its 
tracks. The proposed ordinance is not 
to become cifective until nine months 
ufter it is signed by the Mayor.

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LAND 
UP RIOT INQUIRY 


Growing Demand in East St. 
Louis for Federal Investiga- 
tion of Mob Depredations. 


STATEMENT BY KARCH 


District Attorney Says That Con- 
ditions Which Caused Out- 
rage Still Exist. 


A growing demand fora Federal grand 
jury investigation of the East St. Louis 
slaughter of negroes, last Monday, is be- 
ing heard from citizens of that city who 
believe no supstantial result will come 
frfom any other sort of inquiry. 

In this connection the suggestion is be- 
ing made that Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis of Chicago is the Judge who 
would be most likely to get: at the facts. 
Judge Landis’ impalement of East St. 
Louis city officials last winter for thetr 
failure to enforce the Sunday closing 
law made a deep impression there. 

An order from the Department of Jus- 
tice in Washington would suffice to in- 
stitute a Federal grand jury inquiry, 
and to place Judge Jandis in charge of 
it. . 

Witnesses Ready to Testify. 

A lawyer said today that there are 
witnesses who saw the killings and acts 
of incendiarism, and who would be will- 
ing to give valuabla testimony if they 
had any assurance that.it would do any 
good. Thus far, he said, they have no 
one to give the evidence to. and he said 
some such persons would not have 
enough confidence in any inquiry by lo- 
cal authorities to offer their testimony 
there. He said he knew personally of 
some such witnesses. 

United States District Atorney Charles 
Karch, in an interview last night, de- 
clared that the members of the 
East St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce are going about the 
task of bringing order in the wrong 
manner, and that there fs imminent dan- 
ger of a breakdown of the whole plan. 
He asserted that the committeemen had 
miscoleulated the temper of the riot 
sympathizers, and that the presence of 
the large number of troops is the only 
fagtor that prevents a recurrence of 
trouble. 

“Mob Has Not Repented’.’ 

“Too many of the members of the com- 
ittee are men who are directly interested 
in getting negro laborers back to 
work,’’ the District Attorney asserted. 
“These men seem to have forgotten that 
a blood-thirsty mob of more than a 
thousand men kitled and burned less 
than a week ago pecattse they were con- 
vinced that large employers of labor in- 
tended to give pertnanent preference to 
negroes over wiites. 

“Those men have not left the city, and 
they have not repentec. of their excesse3 
They are just as bitter as they were, and 
the action of the Chamber of Commer<e 
in forcing these negroes down thelr 
throats is only influming the men who 
participated in the riot.” 

The District Attorney told of seéing a 
man on a street car exhibit a revolver 
cpenly Thursday night, and remark that 
‘it had killed niggers, and would kil 
some more as soon cs the damned mili- 
tia leaves.”” Othér men near by ex- 
pressed similur sentiments, he added. 
They were laboring men, apparently go- 
ing home from work. 


Says Negroes Get Preference. 

Karch emphatically confirmed: the 
statements made to the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday by City Clerk Whalen, who’ is 
president of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union of East St. Louis, to the 
efefct that large employers of labw- 
had given marked and continuous pre- 
ference to nerroes. 

“Their attitude for some time has 
been that they would give jobs to white 
men when t>ey couldn't get any more 
regroes,’’ Karch declared. “This, as Mr. 
Whalen said, is because the negroes will 
not unionize. Before the tenseness of 
this situation is relieved, these employ- 
ers must convince the laboring whites 
that they witl be given preference over 
imported blacks in applying for work. 
Instead of doing that, they are de- 
claring they will put all the negroes 
back to work, and protect them, if they 
have to ker, troops here indefinitely. 
That kind of flamboyant talk only ang- 
ers the men who should be quieted. 

“As long us the head of these bir 
plants break up strikes by importins 
negro strik2»reakers, so long can they 
expect to nave race mots. This is no 
defense for the rioters; there is no Je- 
fense for them. It is just a fact that 
when a man’s family is hungry his sense 
of justice dvesn't operate very accur- 
ately.

Each Share of Stock Netursned Divi- 
dends of 89100 in 27 Months 
for 1914 and 1916. 

The final report of the executors of 
the will of Adolphus Busch, filed in the 
Probate Court yesterday, showed that 
each share of stock of the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association returned 
dividends of approximateiy $9100 in the 
27 months between July 19, 1914 and Nov. 
1, 1916. 

The amount received in dividends by 


the Busch heirs on‘269% shares of stock, 
during this period, was $2,457,900. There 
are 480 shares of stock, and if the same 
rate of dividends was paid on this 
stock, the total dividends for the period 
exceeded $4,250,000, 

The exact period of time in which 
these dividends were earned is not givea 
in the report, but the figures t{ndicate 
that the brewery was earning approxi- 


its stock. 

The report, filed by representatives of 
the executors shows that they have on 
hand 36,817,461.25 to be distributed among 
the heirs. The proceeds of the other 
personal have already been distributed. 
The value of the personal property of 
the estate was inventoried at morte 
than {[17,000,000, and the value of tne 
entire estate was estimated at more 
than $35,000,000, no inventory of the real 
estate having been filed. 

A fee of $300,000 was paid to Nagel as 
one of the executors, and $170,192.03 two 
Edward A. Faust, another of the execu- 
tors. Mrs. Lily Busch, the third execy- 
tor, did not accept anything for her 
services.

the President should be empowered 
to authorize withdrawal of liquo 
from bond when in the public inter- 
est, was rejected 45 to 38. 

Senator Smoot then offered his 
amendment directing the President 
to take over all liquor in bond when 
the bill goes into effect and pay ac- 
tual cost plus 10 per cent profit. 

Motion to Reconsider. 

With Senator Smoot’s amendment 
pending Senator Smith of Georgia 
made the motion to reconsider the 
vote yesterday by which the Cum- 
mins amendment was tentatively 
added to the administration com- 
promise. Senator Cummins made the 
point of order that the motion-to re- 
consider was not in order while Sen- 
ator Smoot’s amendment was.pending, 
so the Georgia Senator temporarily 
withdrew his proposal. 

Senator Reed declared the Smoot 
amendment would levy a waste of 
near'ty one billion dollars on the peo- 
ple, as no matter what arbitrary price 
was fixed by the Senate the .courts 
would probabty hold that the’ Gov- 
ernment would have to pay the mar- 
ket price for the whisky in bond. He 
declared that liquor was essential in 
hospitals and other trying places in 
war work. 

Vote on “Bone Dry” Clause. 

After roll calls showing a considerable 
majority against stopping manufacture 
of beer and wines or giving the Presi- 
Cent power to suspend their manufac- 
ture the Senate yesterday voted 68 to 
10 to prohibit the importation of dig- 
tilled beverages and then by a vote of 
45 to 40 tentatively adopted a provision 
prohibiting withdrawal of — distilled 
spirjts now held in bond for beverage 
purposes. 

Both provisicns though voted on sép- 
arately are contained in an amendment 
by Senator Cummins and, added to the 
so-called “administration compromise” 
substitute beverages. The substitute 
\-as offered for the clause as drafted by 
the agriculture committee, which would 
place the question of beer and wine 
manufacture in the hands of the Pregj- 
dunt. 

Many Senators who had planned to 
vote for the Robinson clause promptly 
expressed their disapproval of the Cum- 
mins’ amendment which they declars! 
meant that the Government would lose 
next year between $250,000,000 and $200,- 
000,000 in taxes and asserted that banks 
with loans upon distilled spirits might 
be put out of business. 

Oratory and Moll Calls, 

The Senate spent the day in fervent 
oratory and roll calls on numerous pro- 
posals. Friends of prohibition used most 
of the time in debate, held under the 
agreement limiting each Senator's time, 
in a vain effort to. secure a “Bone Dry”’ 
provision. 

Senator Myers of Montana ettered the 
“bone dry” amendment, proposing to 
add malt, fermented and vinous bev- 
erages to the provisions of the Robinson 
substitute prouibiting the manufacture 
of distilled beverages. The vote on the 
amendment follows:

KANSAN SUSPECTED OF 
CHILD MURDER HERE 


Detective Goes to Interview 
Prisoner Believed to Be 
Foster H. Fairfax. 


A city detective left last night for 
Lakin, Kan., to interview a man who is 
held there under the name of A. L. 
Brown, suspected of being Foster H. 
Fairfax, wanted here for murdering his 
2-days-old child. 

On Aug. 2%, 1914, a dead infant was 
found in the areaway at the National 
Drewery, Eighteenth and Austin atreeta.

“Foster H. Fairfax, Pleasant Green, 
Cooper County, Mo. 

Inquiry was made at Pleasant Green 
and it was learned that Fairfax, a young 
farmer, had married Plesnt tjreen girl 
in April and departed. Photographs of 
Fairfax and his wife were identified by 
Mrs. Abels and others as tho Mr. and 
Mrs. Brown that they had known. The 
doctor who had officiated at the birth 
identified the baby, and the photograph 
of the mother. A druggist at Eighteenth 
ind Chouteru avenue identified the 
photograph of Fairfax as that of a man 
who had bought poison, registering as 
William Snuth, Bagnell, Mo.

SETTLED OUT OF COURT 


Woman Suing to Recover $70,- 
000 Collateral Agrees 
to Compromise. 


At the opening of the Clayton Cireuft 
Court today, when the trial of Mra. Jes- 
sie B. Bacon's suit against Michael J. 
Hurley for the recovery of $70,000 coi- 
Jateral was to have been resumed, an- 
nouncement was made by her attor- 
neys, W. Christy Bryan and A. KB. L 
Gardner, that a settlement had been 
reached out of court 

It was the expectation of Hurley that 
the settlement would be announced yes- 
terday, when the case was called. But 
Mrs. Bacdn, after agreeing to pay Hur- 
ley’s lawyers $1590, changed her mind 
and the taking of testimony began. This 
morning she changed her mind again 
and agreed to pay the attorneys, fre- 
moving the only hitch to the settlement. 

$10,900 to Get 376,000 Back. 

Mrs. Bacon figures that it has cost 
her about $10,000 to recover the $790,- 
000 collateral, but she considers that 
she has wona victory. She explained 
today that Bryan and Gardner took 
the case on a 10 per cent basis and 
she will have to pay them $7000. In 
addition to the $1500 she is to pay to 
Hurley's lawyers, J. F. Garner of 
Springfield, Iil, and Robert lL. 
Shackelford and Edwin W. Mills of 
Clayton, she must pay the court costs 
and has had heavy traveling expen- 
ses, | 

Mrs. Bacon is to pay the South 
Webster Park Realty Co. the $9000 
note on which she defaulted, result- 
ing in the forfeiture of the $70,000 
collateral which caused the suit. 
Mills says the settlement is based on 
a refinancing plan more favorable to 
her and to Dr. John H. Quinn, maker 
of the $70,000 notes, which were given 
to her by him in part payment for @ 
ranch. 

Mrs. Bacon repeated in her testimony 
yesterday afiernoon what she had sa!d 
previously in depositions about meeting 
Hurley in Paris in 1912, and of their ac- 
quaintance later in New York and St.

Roosevelt Shakes Fist in Labor 
Leader’s Face in New York 
Russian Meeting. 


GATHERING IN UPROAR 


“Wish I Could Get My Hands on 
Him,” Cries Colonel at 
Carnegie Hall.

Boarenu of the Vost-Dispatch., 
NEW YOR <,: July 7.—Starting most 
auspiciously with «a public welcome 
amaging in its spontaneity and evident 
sincerity, the greeting of New York City 
to the Russian war yesterday 
ended in hostilities between Co! 
dore Roosevelt and Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 

of Labor. 

When the meeting 
had to keep the two men 
Colonel seemed the more 
meeting. Said he, as Police 
Myers and Dillon escorted 
automobile: 

“Il wish I « uld get my hands on him?” 
And then again: ‘I can scarcely keep 
my hands off him!” 

The Mayor had introduced Mr. Roose- 
velt as the chief speaker with glowing 
phrases and the crowd had yelled for 
‘“Yeddy’’ as usual. With his manuscript 
in his hand the Colonel had at once 
departed from his prepared text and 
brought in the recent race riots in Fast 
St. Louis. He said before this country 
began to talk of liberty and justice to 
others it should see that everything 
was in order in its own house. He re- 
iterated much he said at Forest Hills on 
July 4. He touched on the “appalling 
brutality’’ of the East St. Louis affair 
and said that to let such things go un- 
punished would leave a stain on the 
name of America. 

When Mr. Roosevelt had concluded his 
prepared speech, the Mayor introduced 
Mr. Gompers. He turned at once to the 
East St. Louis matter and said he would 
yield to none in expressing detestation 
of acts of violence. 

“J wish I had brought with me,’ he 
went on, ‘‘a telegram I received just 
this evening from the secretary of the 
Federation of Labor in Illinois, explain- 
ing the whole matter. It was not only 
the labor men in East St. Louis, but a 
member of the Chamber of Commerce 
there as well, who warned those who 
were bringing the colored men from the 
South that they were being brought 
there to undermine the white workers. 
Yet thousands were brought in and hai 
not a place in which to lay their heads. 
The whole thing was an exercise of 
tyrannic power like that which existed 
in old Russia.” 

When Mayor Mitchel rose to- pre- 
sent Ambassador Bakhmetieff, Col. 
Roosevelt jumped up and determinedly 
stalked toward the front of the plat- 
form. 

“Iam not willing that a meeting called 
te commemorate the birth of democracy 
in Russia shall even seem to have ex- 
pressed or to have accepted apologies for 
the brutal infamies imposed on colored 
people.”’ 

Crowd Roars Its Approval. 

At once a great shout greeted the 
Colonel. The crowd roared its approval. 

“Justice, with me, is not a mere 
wera,’’ went on the Colonel, bringing up 
his right arm and punching the atmos- 
phere. “It is to be translated into liv- 
ing acts. If we by explanation’’— Here 
Colonel turned about and faced Mr. 
(;ompers, shaking his fist at him ina 
most menacing way—"By explanation, 
silence or by evasion apologize for mur- 
cering helpless women and children then 
row can we praise the people of Rus- 
sia’ I have heard very much the same 
excuse given by the Russian autocracy 
for the pogroms against the Jews.” 

The hall was in an uproar. 

*(;00d boy, Teddy.’ shouted a score, 
cnd there was a chorus of ‘‘boos" indi- 
cating that the crowd was not all with 
the Colonel. 

“Shall we by silence acquiesce in this 
apology for men, women and children 
of cur own country. I am a Democrat 
of the democrats, and I will do every- 
thing for the laboring man except that 
which is wrong, and that 1 won't do for 
any man or any cause.” 

“Ll don’t care a snap of my fingers 
for the head of the strongest labor or- 
grrization in Illinois,"’ he went on. 
“This happened in a Northern state 
where the whites outnumber the blacks 
2) to one, and if the white men cannot 
protect their rights with their votes 
i.eainst an insignificant minority and 
have to resort to the murder of wom- 
en and children, then the state that 
rave Abraham Lincoln to the presidency 
lust bow its head in shame.’’ 

Wildly enthusiastic shouts greeted 
tnis. Mr. Gompers got up. A large 
crowd yelled as he cried to the Colonel: 
.“*You ought to investigate first, then 
make your chargces.”’ 

Evidently in a passion, the Colonel 
stalked across to the labor leader, who 
sat down. 

As far as the audience was concerned 
the hostilities ended there. 

“Murder In Not Debatabiec.” 

When Col. Roosevelt was questioned 
afterward he said: 

“There never was any justification for 
murder. Murder is not debatable." 

When men crowded about his auto- 
mobile and congratulated him. on his 
stand he said: “While Lpetieve in de 
mocracy in the abstract, also believe 
im it in the concrete.” 

Mr. Gompers, asked for his comment, 
said: 

“He (Roosevelt) imagines himseif the 
self appointed custocian of the morals 
of the whole world. He took the holier- 
than-thou attitude when he jumped u» 
the way he did. I told him earlier (hat 
he 4id not know all the facts that | 
knew. But he did not take the warr-

When Gompers was asked to give his 
side of the controversy, he said: ‘Il was 
very much surprised and pained that the 
Colonel acted as he did. He misunder- 
stood me. I made no apology for the 
riots in the name of labor. I simply ex- 
plained the situation as it had been re- 
ported to me. I repeat I made no apolo- 
gy. Furthermore, I think the Colonel 
could have reserved his charges—for 
that’s what they were—until an investi- 
gation had determined the cause of the 
riots. But I know the Colonel. He'was 
only bluffing.”’

REGISTERED MEN URGED TO GET 
SERIAL NUMBERS FROM BOARDS 


First Step in Actual Drafting Middle 
of Next Week—Duty of Those 
Listed for Service, 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The first 
step in actual drafting of men for 
the National army probably will not 
be taken until about the middle of 
next week. It had been scheduled 
for Monday. and Provost-Marshal- 
General Crowder had planned accord- 
ingly, but it is found today that only 
eight states have completed organi- 
zation for it. 

Gen. Crowder is preparing a state- 
ment, however, that is designed to 
wreatly facilitate the movement when 
once conditions are such ag to get it 
under way. This contemplates co- 
operation on the part of men who are 
registered, and this can be com- 
menced at once by them, 

Gen. Crowder, for example, will 
point out that the key to the draft- 
ing process is found in a serial num- 
ber. These are the numbers to be 
drawn, and they will apply to each 
registration district in the country. 
It is the duty of every registrant to 
acquaint himself with his seria? num- 
ber, which may be had from the 
Exemption Boards as soon ,as the 
numbering has been completed. When 
the registered men have learned their 
number the next obligation is to 
watch the results of the drawing, 
which will take place in this city 
and distributed over the country 
by wired.reports for publication. 

When it is Known that he has been 
drafted it is the duty of each man to 
get in touch with his Exemption 
Board and ascertain in what order 
he must appear for physical exami- 
nation and other prescribed purposes,

As each num- 
ber is drawn, approximately 30,000 men 
will be conscripted, or one from each 
conscription district. 

May Draw Only 40 Numbers, 

If 1,200,000 men are to be called before 
the exemption boards in the first selec- 
tion, which seems highly probable, only 
409 numbers would need to be drawn. 

There are numerous complications 
which must arise, however, and the 
method of solving them can be Known 
only when the administration makes 
known its plans. For instance, the num- 
ber of registered individuals in each dis- 
trict who are'liable for military service 
will certainly not be the same. Aliens 
are registered but not liable for duty.

$100,000 Increase for Other Employes 
Will Also Be Taken Up on 
Tuesday Night. 


The Finance and Instruction Commit- 
tees of the Board of Education will rec- 
oirmend to the board, at its’ meeting 
Luesday night, that teachers’ salaris be 
increased $200,000 a year and the salaries 
of other emloyes $100,000 a year.

CAUSE OF DISCRIMINATION 


Advance Permitted Roads by 
Commerce Commission Is Sus- 
pended by Illinois Board. 


Under a new tariff which went into 
effect last Sunday St. Louis pays “6 
cents a ton more freight on coal com- 
ing from the Illinois coal fields than 
East St. Louis. The differential is the 
greatest that has ever existed in coal 


| freight rates as between the two cities. 


An increased rate of 15 cents a tor, 
permitted by the Interstate Commerce 
Comission, was intended to apply als» 
on shipments to East St. Louis, Dut 
the Illinois Utilities Commission, hav- 
ing control. over intrastate rates, sus- 
pended the rate so far as it applies to 
intrastate shipments. Further discrim!- 
nation against St. Louis has been caused 
by the Interstate Commerce Commissicr 
suspending the increase to _ territory 
west of the Mississippi except to St. 
Louis. The result is that the freight 
rate to points west of St. Louis is less 
than to St. Louis. 

Old and New Rates. 

Prior to July 1, the rate from the 
inner group of [Illinois mines to S¢*. 
Louis was 5714 — a ton and frormn 
the outer group 724g cents a ton, which 
was ™% cents in excess of the rates to 
East St. Louis. The new rate to St. 
Louis is 72% cents from the inner group 
and S'% cents from the outer group, 
with the East St. Louis rate remaining 
at 27% cents from the inner group and 
52% cents from the outer group. 
Maplewood, still having the old rate 
under the order of the Interstate Com- 
imerce Commission suspeuding the new 
one to points west of tne river, pays 
6745 cents on shipments from the inncr 
group and 82% cents on shipments froin 
the outer group, 5 cents a ton less than 
St. Louis. 

100 Day Rates Suspension. 

The discrimination as between St. 
Touis and East St. Louis will continue 
as long as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission permits the increased tariff 
to stand against St. Louis and the Ihi- 
nois Utilities Commission continues tie 
suspension of the rate on intrastate 
shipments. The suspension on intra- 
state shipments is for 100 days, but mav 
be renewed indefinitely. 

The reason for the suspension of the 
rate to points west of St. Louis is that 
the railroads wanted to make the in- 
crease west of here 15 per cent instead 
of 15 cents a ton, which would have 
meant increases in-some instances to ae 
high as 40 cents a ton. Protests re- 
sulted in the SRapeReR pending an ad- 
justment.

Recruiting Zealousness. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A® one deeply Aiea, in recruiting 
men for the navy, I was most disgusted at 
the crude “Billy Sunday” methods em- 
ployed ty a speaker at the Municipal Thea- 
ter in Forest Park. Red-blooded men—the 
real. red-blooded men—seldom respond to 
that sort of appeal. I believe all who heard 
and gaw recognized the futility of the 
whole proceeding, and realized what an ut- 
ter failure the thing was. After the beau- 
tiful and sincere words spoken by the 
English speaker at the beginning of the 
program, and the deep enthusiasm aroused 
by the splendid pictures shown, the music, 
and our fine bluejackets themselves, the 
speech of the gentleman who “stood on the 
peak and saw thunder-bolts of lightning” 
rolling around below him, and saw, in 
fancy, .many other fantastical sights, came 
like a dash of cold water. It turned en- 
thusiasm to boisterousness, for the most 
part. 

For the sake of the service—our glorious 
naval service—for the sake of the country 
we ought to be just a little more dignified. 
We're asking the boys to do a pretty big 
thing when we ask them to give their lives. 
Let’se not arouse them to the correct emo- 
tional pitch by asking the “blondies” in the 
audience to shout, “Can the Kaiser.” It 
seems just a little out of place—and bLe- 
sides—a few of the ladies might object to 
the inélegant language. 

Of course, w@ don't want to make a fu- 
neral march of it, either. What we do want 
is to gain men for our splendid service by 
appealing to the best tiat is in them—not 
to their “false pride,” nor to any spirit of 
bravado.

EAST ST. LOUIS CONDITIONS. 

In undertaking to reorganize the Police De- 
partment and to put the government of East 5t. 
Louis on a law-enforcement basis the Chamber 
of Commerce of that city has started in the nom 
direction. 

The job of cleaning up the city and estab- 
lishing law and order is difficult but necessary. 
It will take time and strenuous, courageous work. 
At the bottom of the wretched conditions which 
have brought such deep disgrace upon East St. 
Louis and Illinois is rotten politics. The lawless 
elements have controlled the city through the po- 
litical machine. Law-breaking privileges have 
been given to lawless and corrupt men in ex- 
change for political power. 

The importation of negroes was the occasion 
of the recent race troubles, but the fundamental 
cause of the wholesale murders and assaults of 
Nonday was the long reign of lawlessness under 
lax city government. The laws were not enforced 
and the law breakers had a well-founded contempt 
for the officers of the law. The lawless elements 
thought they could do what they pleased without 
interference and the climax of brutal horrors 
proved that they were right. The national guard 
of the State succumbed to the atmosphere of 
lawlessness which enveloped the city. 

Maurice V. Joyce emphasizes all that the Post- 
Dispatch has said to this point in commenting on 
East Side conditions. He describes the Police 
Department as “incompetent, inefficient or 
worse.” He says the impression has gone abroad 
that “law violations would be winked at or ig- 
nored” by responsible officials. “By lawlessness,” 
he says, “I mean the wide-open and flagrant op- 
eration of gambling houses, winerooms, immoral 
resorts and dives of all kinds.” Both blacks 
and whites, he says, of the baser kind were con- 
vinced they could do what they pleased. 

This is a dark picture—as dark as anyone out- 
side of East St. Louis has painied the conditions 
in the town. 

These conditions must be changed radically. It 
will take hard, persistent work. A political revo- 
lution may be needed. But it can be done and it 
must be done by the law-abiding citizens if East 
St. Louis is to be redeemed and made a fit place 
of residence. 

Meanwhile the State of Illinois must do its 
ork of punishing the murderers and the responsi- 
ble officers who failed to stop wholesale murder. 

The city should be made safe for every law- 
abiding person of any color or condition and 
unsafe for every lawless person of any color or 
condition.

CONSOLATION FOR WAR. 

It would seem that there las been a failure in 
diagnosis as to the cause of that unwonted tremor 
of excitement which is so noticeable among St. 
Louisans of late. Superficial explainers of every 
chance phenomenon have attributed it to the war 
and the general interest in the: outcome of the se- 
fective draft. Apparently they were wrong. 

The source of the perturbation lies deeper than 
that. It is at the very roots of municipal pride. 
It is due to the fact that the Fourth of July passed 
and the fifth saw a St. Louis baseball team in 
third place in a big league race, after nine vic- 
teries in 10 successive conflicts. 

Of course, the disturbance is mostly among the 
young and those persons who, by nature, are in- 
curable optimists. Older and cooler heads remem- 
ber many times, in the eons since St. Louis had 
a pennant winner, when St. Louis prospects were 
looking up along about this time of the year. 
They recall how fondest hopes sprang into full 
bloom, only to be nipped by a premature frost. 
And yet, in spite of all they can say, the eye of 
youth is turned expectantly to the Bast, where 
the ambitious Cardinals are putting their fortune 
to the touch, to win or lose it all. 

Nevertheless the good wishes of the whole com- 
munity are with the aspiring proteges of Messrs. 
Rickey and Huggins. There are concerted prayers 
that the salary whips of Ames, Meadows, Doak, 
Horstman, Packard et al. may hold out and that 
the batting eyes of Hornsby, Cruise, Miller, Baird, 
Gonzales, Long, Paulette, Betzel and Smith may 
remain undimmed. 
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From alleaccounts of the depleted condition of 
the French fighting forces, the American troops 
appear to have arrived at Valley Forge. 
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BARE LEGS AS USUAL. 

“Bare legs as usual” are having rather a hard 
time of it in St. Louis. The other day the Press 
Club drew censure by giving a patriotic frolic with 
bare legs as usual and now Capt. F. C. de Sumi- 
chrast feels called upon to rebuke the Rotarians 
for giving a patriotic stag dinner with bare legs 
as usual. 

The objection seems to be not so much to bare 
legs per se as to bare legs in the name of patriot- 
ism. The point is that though bare legs may be 
tolerated, or even appreciated, ip their proper 
place, they have no business on the same program 
with patriotism. 

When Capt. de Sumichrast went to the Rotari- 


ans’ dinner, heart-heavy with the slaughter and. 


sorrow of the world war, hoping to make the 
banqueters see something of what he had seen, 
he found them roystering through a “patriotic” 
cabaret with bare legs as usual. 

Well, he left. He could not talk to them about 
serious and solemn things after a girl had danced 
on the banquet table with nothing on her legs 
and not much anywhere else.

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ATTRITION IN FRANCE—ALSO GERMANY. 

It is difficult-to accownt for the saffron pes- 
simism that has lately tinged some descriptions of 
war-time France. One correspondent, F. B. Pitney 
of the New York Tribune, declares that the coun- 


try is at the end of its man power, lacks the re- 


serves to make further offensives possible, is short 
of steel for shell making and of many other sup- 
plies essential to fighting, while the civilian pop- 
ulation is in hard straits due to deficiencies in 
fuel and food. ‘ 

To say that, for the sake of the triumphant 
France which is to emerge from the war and take 
up again the pursuits of peace, not a single addi- 
tional Frenchman should be sacrificed in the 
fighting is one thing. We can understand how the 
losses already incurred by this small country of 
only 39,Q00,000 people will impose sorrowful han- 
dicaps on her in the future. 

But it is quite another thing to say that, with 
several million of men still under arma, she is at 
the end of the rope. Nothing in the reports from 
the battle line indicates such a condition. And to 
charge that, with all the world to draw from, her 
shortage in munitions and food has become @ 
peril is to charge an incredible thing. The asser- 
tion that the submarines have brought her to 
destitution will make good reading in Berlin. But 
statistics show that only an almost negligible per 
cent of munitions shipped from America have 
been lost on torpedoed vessels. 

The aim may be to stimulate America’s interest 
in France, but America is prepared to do her ut- 
most without any stimulus from reports that ob- 
viously are overdrawn. 

The only useful purpose of such reports is to 
furnish, after discounting their exaggeration, anal- 
ogies for estimating conditions in Germany. If 
France, fighting chiefly on one front, has incurred 
dismaying losses in‘. man power, what a fearful 
work must attrition have done in Germany, which 
has fought on the Western front, the Russian 
front, the Servian front; the Rumanian front, the 
Saloniki front and has sent aid besides to the 
Egyptian and Mesopotamian fronts. 

If civilian France is suffering, as of course it ig, 
from war’s hardships, while her ports are open and 
visited by 800 ships a week, what must be the in- 
tolerable hardships in beleaguered Germany, shut 
off for nearly three years from all sources of ex- 
ternal supply?

British officials are surprised at the great 
speed and efficiency with which we have gotten 
into the war. Germany also is beginning to re- 
gard the military steps of the United States with 
seriousness. We haven’t really started yet. 
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FLOUR IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 

A report made at Washington shows that the 
current price of flour in Bngland during June 
was $10.32 a barrel. But the price at Minneapolis 
during that month was $14.75. The price in one 
of the great grain and flour centers of the world 
was $4.43 more than in England after freight to 
that country and perhaps middlemen’s profits had 
been paid. 

Does not the fact that, on the basis of the whole- 
sale price, the consumer in Ameriea where the 
pinch of war has not yet begun to be felt, was 
asked to pay about half as much more than the 
consumer in England show that the ordinary con- 
ditions that affect markets have been @pset and 
that extraordinary measures must be resorted to 
for the publicis protection? How would those who 
oppose Government intervention in the interest 
of the consumer deal with the problem? 

If relief from the private price-fixers is not af- 
forded through the power of the Government, 
what extremes in exorbitance will be inevitable in 
the further stages of the war? 
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Germany is said to be looking forward to an- 
other winter of war with great apprehension, a 
feeling that will not be. improved any by the 
knowledge that the United States will fight the 
war out on present lines if it takes a decade of 
winters. 
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ADOPT A FRENCH CITY. 

Wealthy Detroit in America is planning to take 
out adoption papers for poor Soissons in France, 
Soissons ground into the dust by months of shell 
fire, Soissons a heap of ruins where once stood 
an active, bustling market city of 20,000 souls. 

Detroit, rich in money and industrial resources, 
will help restore historic Soissons, that is what 
the adoption means. Public spirited citizens there 
will gather large sums of eash, steel and building 
material and they will make it their personal 
job to see that a new and better city rises over 
the shell-battered ruins on the Aisne. 

Several months ago Washington, D. C., adopted 
Noyon in similar fashion. Noyon, evacuated by 
the Germans during the recent Hindenburg ‘‘re- 
treat to victory,” was left a smoking heap of 
charred debris. The work of reconstruction has 
been in progress for several weeks. Washington 
is taking good care of its foster child. 

Why should not St. Louis, founded by the 
French and rich in Gallic tradition, adopt a city 
on the battlefront? There are thousands of towns 
ami villages in France that need a patron— 
Rheims, for example. Would it not be an ingpir- 
ing task for St. Louisans to undertake the work 
of restoring the Cathedral City,-made famous by 
Joan of Arc? Or Verdun, the rock against which 
autocracy smashed its dying strength? There is 
a countless list-—Arras. San Quentin, Roye, Cheal- 
nes, Lens, Combles—all cities of yesterday ‘but 
heaps of ruins today. 

This is a chance for St. Louis to show the great 
breadth of its generosity. The least we can do for 
a country that helped us in childhood is to adopt 
one of its unfortunate children.

THE WEEKLY WAR SUMMARY. 


T has been quite a week in the paper, notwith- 
standing the momentary pause everywhere to 
see what we would do to ourselves on the Fourth. 

The result seemed to show that we were keeping 
our powder dry for the Kaiser, and there was tre- 
mendous satisfaction among our allies. 

The Russians finally moved. No m@re inspiring 
spectacle has been afforded by the war than the 
Russians leaving their languishing place on Page 4 
and advancing in great waves of type against the 
German line on Page 3. The impact shook the paper 
from cover to cover, and in places like the editorial 
page and the lettter column, where it is customary to 
look ahead, the feeling that the Germans are done for 
was more sanguine than it has been since the Czar 
was deposed. Everybody in the paper gives cregit 
to Elihu Root, who seems to have performed one of 
the finest diplomatic feats of the war. He did every- 
thing but join the Greek church. 

The Russians appear to have all the arms and am- 
munition necessary for an offensive, and if they can 
keep it going a while there is a chance that the war 
may end by fall. Nobody is saying very much about 
it; but the allies are pounding away on every front, 
and the Kaiser’s favorite trick of shifting troops 
from one front to another to meet emergencies is 
rendered futile. He has need for everybody he has 
right where he has him. 

The battles on the first and second pages were not 
very violent until the last of the week, when the Ger- 
mans seemed to develop an impulse to whip the 
French. The Germans have been moved by this im- 
pulse before, sometimes forwafd and sometimes back, 
and the general opinion in the paper is that they 
can’t whip the French. At any rate, they tore the 
front page up pretty well on Thursday and Priday, 
but Saturday morning found them back on the sec- 
ond page trying to figure out what it is that holds 
the French up. Whatever it is, the Germans haven't 
it. They were pretty well discouraged this morning. 

Indeed, the impression that the war is not to last 
very much longer fairly pervades the paper. Even 
the appearance of countries like Greece and Brazil 
on the side of the allies doesn’t make much of a 
stir at this time. Everybody says the Germans are 
licked, and people who have gone forward in the 
paper and listened from behind advertisements and 
pictures say the Germans themselves are saying it. 
They are not only getting their bumps on all fronts 
and suffering within for the necessaries of life; but 
the way back to the financial page is entirely cut 
off, and they have just about spent all of their own 
money. Some of the more thoughtful minds in the 
‘paper, who confer now and then in the editorial 
columns, or with Mr. Antwine, or Socrates, say the 
war is already lost behind if the allies can land the 
finishing blow in front. It is an amazing situation— 
one perhaps never to recur ia the world again. While 
the big debate with the Russians was proceeding 
on Page i, all those in the paper whose heads are 
something more than mere playgrounds for dand- 
ruff remarked the weakness of the German argu- 
ment as they heard it presented by the Germans them- 
selves to the hesitant Russians. No more open- 
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minded or unbiased jury has ever judged a cause

The most striking feature taught 
in schools for stammering is that mental 
poise by which embarrassment is diapelied. 
If the bodily condition of a stammerer is 
improved he acquires more self-control] and 
prevents the habit. Out-of-door exercise, 
mental and moral hygiene, avoidance of all 
urdermining influence and great care re- 
sult in a conquest of the condition in most 
cases. Boldness and self-reliance will ren- 
der it impossible. . Measured tones, care in 
attacking each word and thoughtful deiib- 
eration are almost always successful. Stam- 
merers can always sing without difficulty. 
Some learn to enunciate distinctly while 
performing an associated movement, as 
tilting the head or lifting the finger with 
each word. Malformations of organs of 
speech in stammerers is s0 rare that it 
may be denied. In the very rarest instan- 
ces disease or defect in the hypoglossal 
nerve and its muscles exists. Dr. Guggen- 
heim writes: A sfhall percentage of stut- 
terers recover without any particular treat- 
ment; this explains the few permanent 
cures reported by stammer schools. The 
vast majority of stutterers neither over- 
come their defect alone nor withstammer 
school treatment. Why then do we meet so 
few adult stutterers? The answer is a sim- 
ple one In the course of years stutterers 
become very skillful in their ability to hide 
their defect. When blocked they use some 
other word, or hum and haw until compu}- 
sion has subsided. By means of these tricks 
the speech defect is concealed, but the stut- 
terer suffers quite as much as when his 
defect was clearly manifest, because his 
psychic disturbance remaing, the same.

Hard gingerbread—Cream 1 cup of but- 
ter, work into it 2 cups of sugar, | egg 
well beaten, % cup of milk and 1 cup of 
flour with which has been sifted % tea- 
spoon of ginger and 1 teaspoon of soda, 
Then add enough more flour to make a 
dough stiff enough to roll out. Cut as 
desired and make in moderate oven. 

Delicious gingerbread—Cream together 
1 cup of butter and 1 cup of sugar, also 
the yolks of 2 eggs beaten until light. 
To 1 cup of molasses add ? teaspoons of 
soda and beat toa froth. Mix this with 
the first ingredients and add 2 teaspoons 
ot ginger, 1 or 2 teaspoons of cinnamon, 
according to choice (the larger quantity 
will make the gingerbread a darker 
color), the white of 2 eggs beaten stiff, 
and 3 cups of flour. Beat the whole mix- 
ture thoroughly: add, last of all, 1 cup 
of boiling water and beat again. Bake 
in a good oven.

“The German spies are divided into 
five or six classes, working independen:- 
ly of each other. 

“There is the business spy, whose 
work is the gathering of information. 
personal and otherwise. An establish- 
ment called Schimmelpfennigs was 
opened in England, purporting to be 
something like your ° Bradstreet’s or 
Dun’s, but really with the object of as- 
certaining the capacity for making guns, 
munitions and what not of every plant 
in England, together with any other in- 
fermation that might be useful to Ger- 
many when she went to war. 

‘Vaiters Were Spies. 

“A second form of spying was organ- 
ized by the German Consuls in Great 
Fritain, who collected information by 
means of hotel waiters, barbers, gov- 
ernesses and domestic servants, to 
whom they paid comparatively small 
sums monthly. 


“In naval and military towns the Ger- 
man Government provided Germans 
with capital with which to open and 
purchase hotels. All this was done 
through the Consuls. Z 


“Then there was a series of spies 
organized by the famous department 
which had its headquarters in Brus- 
sels. These were spies who moved about 
in good social circles as a rule, picking 
up any information they could get. 
When it came to picking up information 
as to British psychology, they got it 
all wrong, for it has been notorious 
that, almost without exception, they 
reported to Berlin that Great Britain 
would net go to war. Members of this 
class of spy were entirely unknown to 
each other and only known to headquar- 
ters by mumbers. They were paid a 
minimum of $3000 and a maximum of 
$12,000 a year, and were usually engaged 
in some other kind of ‘work—very often 
insurance work, very often as traveling 
salesrnen. Quite a number of them were 
women, Out of respect for their sex, 
among the spies we have shot at the 
Tower of London, the women have been 
exempted and sent to long terms of im- 
prisonmenrt. 

“This kind of spying is regarded as 
legftimite among all nations. Car! 
Lody, whom I saw tried by courtmartial 
and who had an American passport and 
spoke American with the slightest Ger- 
man accent, was a legitimate naval spy 
and was so regarded by our authorities, 
who treated him as well as he could -be 
treated in the circumstances, and final- 
ly, very properly shot him. He was 
captured owing to clumsiness on his 
part. Among other foolishness he kept 
his code in his pocket, and therefore 
knew at the moment he was arrested 
that he was a dead man. One of the 
things that led to his detection was the 
cable censorship. 

Didn't Believe Warning. 

“We had been warned for years that 
the country was full of German spies, 
but did not believe it. Germans were 
admitted to our clubs, went about 
among us and seemed very friendly. At 
the outbreak of the war we found that 
we had been entertaining severa! bat- 
talions of spies. I remember the sight 
that went on day after day in London 
just before the outbreak of the war, 
when they swarmed te the German con- 
sulate to get their passports vised. 
Many of them obviously had informa- 
tion that a war was coming and that 
they might have difficulty in getting 
out. 

“Large organizations such as insur- 
ance companies, electrical concerns and 
gieno forte makers who required large 
winders of men to go about tuning pl- 
anos were in effect central depots for 
wathering Information for the German 
Government. The Hamburg-American 


~ steamship company had its own series 


of spies and had to do with the sub- 
ventions of Germanized newspapers in 
London and of certain notorious English 
writers, In their hurry to clear out of 
England, the Hamburg-American steam- 
ehip company left behind valuable in- 
eriminating documents, one of which 
was Ganmming évidence of Germany's 
wer intentions.

Diacredits U-Boat Sinkings. 


“If I may make a suggestion, it is that | 


the American people should take stories 
about the sinking of submarines with a 
grain of salt. Your newspapere have 
sunk a very large fleet of stibmarines 
during the four weeks that I have been 
here. Every gunner who fires at 2 
Periscope and can see no periscope after 
the splash of the shell thinks he has 
sunk a submarine. I will give a little 
instructive and perfectly true story on 
this point. A certain man of war re- 
ported that it had fired on a German 
submarine and sunk it. An English sub. 
marine which was in exactly the same 
location on the same day, reported that 
it had been fired on by a German battle- 
ship and had dived and escaped it. I 
fear that these constant illugory sink- 
ings of submarines may check Ameri- 
can inventive effort on which the allies 
rely so greatly. 

“I have no idea of the preparations 
your Government has made for the cen- 
sorship of pictures. A _ picture may 
easily disclose dangerous information. 
The Germans have a system of enlarg- 
ing newspaper photographs to. see if 
they can find any valuable information 
Thus when we had been at war suffi- 
ciently long to invent‘ ‘tanks’ we had 
got wise, as you say here. No Pictures 
of any new tank, airplane or other ma- 
chine of war should be published here. 

“As to the censorship in general, if 
instructions are given to newspaper peo- 
ple they themselves form the best cen- 
sors. Trained news gatherers and print- 
ers of news are much more intelligent 
than the kind of men who usually drift 
into censors’ offices. Neither military 
nor naval men care for the task of cen- 
sorship. They want to be at the front 
Or at sea. Judging by my own col- 
leagues in England, I believe that Amer- 
ican newspaper men should be very 
largely trusted to do the censoring them- 
Selves, providing, of course, that Gen. 
Pershing has a system such as has been 
adopted by Sir Douglas Haig, who, while 
allowing the utmost freedom of corre- 
spondents, sees that the dispatches are 
read and examined by competent mem- 
bers of hig staff. The dangers of misuse 
of the power of censorship are well 
known to those who know what we suf- 
fered from the hiding of the truth about 
the war during the first two years of the 
war.”
